SOMETHING OF INTEREST TO VOTERS. 


accomplished with very little trouble under the 
existing law, which provides that the judges or 
inspectors of elections shall constitute a Board 


of Registry for their respective towna, cities, 
wards, districts, or precincts, and shall meet on 
the Tuesday three weeks preceding any State 
election at 9 o’clock a. m., and proceed to make 
a list of all persons qualified to vote at the en- 
suing election. 

It is provided, also, that the registers shall

ing the nature and extent of the duties and liabih- 
ties of Directors to corporations committed to their 

and re es of shareholders in case 
those duties are violated, we submit the following: 
When a person is elected to and accepts a Director- 
ship in an incorporated company he becomes a 
Trustee for the shareholders and creditors, and it 
is his duty to perform the trust fuliy and entirely, 
He stands in a fiduciary relation to the company, 
and is bound to administer its affairs with prudence 
and discretion, in furtherance of the object ani 
rposes for which it u s created. It has often 
n adjudicated that, while standing in this fidu- 
ciary relation, he has no right to make any profit 
to himself out of that trust or employment, and 
should not acquire to himself an interest adverse 
to that duty. He bas no right to t himself 
in a position in which his private interests 
conflict with his duty te the company, and if 
in hie transactions, while acting in his capacity as 
a Director, he makes any contract from the execu- 
tion of which he will derive a profit, that profit be- 
longs tothe company, and the courts will compel 
him to account for it, he can have nd pecuniary in- 
terest in any contract between a company of which 
he ie a Director and a third person or corporation. 
In a recent case (21 Wall., 616), the Supreme 
Court of the United Sta n speaking of the con- 
duct of Directors, say they had no right to enter 
into or partici ius combination, the object of 
which was to divest the company of its property 
and obtain it for themselves at a sacrifice or at the 
lowest price possible. They had no right to seek 
their own profit at the expense of the company, its 
stockholders or even its bondholders ; such a course 
was forbidden by their relation te the company. 
They could not rightfully place themselves in a po- 
sition in which their interests became adverse to 
those of either the stockholders er bondholders.” 
In a case Defore the Supreme Court ef Ohio, in 
1 Godin va. Erie & Whitewater Canal Campany 
(18 Ohio State R., 169), the conduct of Directors in 
—— 2 of sale with another company, in 
which they were stock holderswas reviewed and com- 
mented upon. The Court ay: The vender and 
purchaser were in the eame interest as Directors o 
the Canal Company. It was the duty of Mr. Lord 
and his associates to obtain the highest price for 
the property, while, as stockholders of the rail- 
road — goa it was their interest to get it as low 
2 * was, in effect, a sale by the rail- 
company to itself. There was no adverse in- 
terest or adversary parties, and the sale pate a 
mere form. Nothing is better settled in eqtity 
than that such a transaction on the ofa 
tee does not bind the cestui que trus t is equal- 
ly well settled that the property of a corporation is 
a trust fund in the hands of its Directors for the 
benefit of ite creditors and stockholders. If it was 
desired or intended to make such purchase ef the 
paw as would bind the stockholders 
an creditors of the 
ali of them should have 
consulted or bonght out. That would have 
been the fair way to — r the object. To 
undertake, by getting control ef the Company and 
then, under — of acting as agents and trus- 
tees for all the stockholders and creditors, deliber- 
ately to trumple under foot the rights of the minor- 
ity, is rather a sharp practice, and one which a 
court of equity will never tolerate. A Director 
whose personal interests are adverse to those of 
the corporation has no ht to be or act asa Di- 
rector. As soon as he fines that he has personal 
interests = 8 — 1 2 — the 
company he o no matter if a or- 
ity of the stoc ders, as well as himseif, have 
rsonal interests in conflict with those of the 
company. He does not represent them as persons 
or represent their personal interest. He represents 
them as stockholders and their interests as auch. 
He is Trustee for tae company, and whenever he 
acts oe ven its 11 no matter how much he 
thereby benefits foreign interests of the individual 
stockholders or how many of the individual stock- 
holders act with him, he is guilty of a breach of 
trust. and a court of equity will set his acts aside 
at the instance of stockholders or creditors who are 
damnified thereby. Any act of the directory by 
which they intentionally diminish the value of the 
stock or property ef the companys a of 
trest, for which any of the stockholders or credit- 
ore may justly compl although all the other 
stockholders and creditors are benefited in some 
other way more than eg are mjured as such. 
The Court of Awe of this State in Coleman vs. 
Second Avenue road Company, 58 N. T., 202, 
asserts with equal positiveness same doctrine. 
The principles we have stated do not countenance 
the a that the courte will interfere with 
the powers and duties of Directors in the 
management of the internal affairs of the com- 
ny, and when the act complained of arises 
rom an error of judgment, and does not amount to 
a breach of trust unless the Director has
